George Breitmeier, 
director of fiscal management for the Region, will serve as acting deputy 
regional forester for administration until Elton's arrival, Worthington said. 

Elton has been deputy regional forester for administration in the 
Forest Service's Intermountain Region, Ogden, Utah, since 1975.
